(UPI1).— The Supreme Court 
ruled today that the Secre- 
tary of State had no suthori- 
ty t© refuse a paseport be- 
cause of an applicant's ai- 
leged membership in the 
Communist Party. 
The five to four majority 
wes on an appeal 
by artist Rockwell Kent and 
peychiatriat Walter rien 
who were both denied pass 
ports im 1955 when they re- 
fused to sign non-~Communist 
alidavits Goth had previous- 
deen accused of supporting 
Communist causes and of 
being Communist Party 
members. 

Justice William Dougias 
presented the majority opin- 
ion which included that of 
Chief Justice Warren and 
Justices Bieck Frankfurter 
and brennan. The minority 
Was composed of Justices 
Clark burton, Harlan and 
W hittaker. 

Mr. Dougias held that “the 
right to travel is a part of 
the liberty of which the citi- 
zen cannot be deprived with- 
out due process of the law 
under the Fifth Amendment.” 
tie added that the Court did 
not have to raise the Con- 
stitutional question since it 
decided the issue on the da-
